An ordi- 
nance of the city ot Stockton passed on 
the 25th of May, ISSi, provided that a 
license to carry on tbe business of sell- 
ing linnora could only be obtained by an 
application to the City Council founded 
upon the petition of the applicant, ac- 
companied by a certificate of five re- 
spectable citizens of the iie:ghborhood in 
which the business is to be conducted,aa 
to his character. 
The ordinance further 


provided that upon complying with this 
condition the applicant should be en- 
titled lo a license if the City Council 
found from the certificate aud the re- 
port mado to it by the officers to whom 
the petition had been referred, that he 
wits qualified to carry on tbe business. 
Held, that the conditions imposed upon 
the" issuance of the license were not un- 
reasonable and that the ordinance was 
valid. 


NOTHING UNREASONABLE. 


The Court held also in that case, that 


the condition upon which the license is 
iSKUitble is not unreasonable. 
There is 


no force in the objection that by it the 
Coimcil delegates its authority to iasue 
licenses to the five persons who may 
sign the certificate, or to the municipal 
f.Ilii-ers who arc required to invu>tigate 
and report as to the character of the ap- 
plicant. The condition relates only to 
the mode of applying for a license and 
not to tlie power'to issue it. Jurisdic- 
tion to issue is put in motion by the pe- 
tition and certificate, and upon tho peti- 
tion, fortified by the required certificate
